Threat of violence hits home 


Wilmington itself was threatened with violence as a knife- 
wielding individual was apprehended by police officers at 
the Route 38 train station on January 28, 2015. Two 
Wilmington police officers were injured during the standoff 
when the suspect slashed tires and threatened civilians and 
officers with what was described in the report as a.serrated, 
‘Spyderco’ type of knife. 

Wilmington Police Chief Michael Begonis praised the 
restraint employed by officers at a press conference outside 
the Public Safety Building shortly thereafter. The officers 
took control without the need to shoot and kill the suspect, 
putting them in a favorable light, considering the national 
attention on police shootings following the August, 2014 
shooting of unarmed black teenager Michael Brown in 
Ferguson, Missouri. 

On December 2, 2015, Wilmington police apprehended two 
men after a report that the men were sitting in a car in the 
Market Basket parking lot allegedly smoking marijuana. 
One of the men was in possession of a firearm. When police 
confronted the men, they ran off into the woods behind the 
plaza. After chasing the suspects on foot, one of the men 
was. caught by police, while the other was arrested two days 
later: and placed in custody. Again, Wilmington police 
showed exemplary professionalism. 


New high school opens its doors 


Back to the beginning of 2015, there were several triumphs 
among tragedies. The brand new, state-of-the-art 
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Wilmington High School officially opened its doors on 
February 24th. 

Former Town Manager Michael Caira and former 
Superintendent Joanne Benton, both retired, had been the 
driving forces behind the initiative to build a new school. 

“We went through some difficult times, but man oh man, 
it’s worth it,” said Caira speaking of the $81,536,115 total cost 
for the project, adding, “It was worth every single penny as 
you can see today,” and joked about how some of the kids 
said the new school “looks like a mall.” Caira concluded, “I 
truly want to thank all of you for your wonderful work exem- 
plified by this beautiful building.” 

Again, as the anniversary of 9/11 approached, the new high 
school opened its doors to the community on September 10, 
2015 for a Memorial Dedication Ceremony in commemora- 
tion of the victims of the tragic events that took place in our 
country on that day. 

Prior to the commemoration, the time capsule laid in the 
cornerstone of the old Wilmington High School on 
September 10, 1950, the year that the school was originally 
constructed, was opened revealing its contents to the public.

Peterson fills the shoes of former 
Moderator James Stewart who handed 
over the gavel after holding the position 
for 30 years. 

Incumbent Selectman Michael 
Champoux won a third term against candidate Kevin

Mary Jayne Byrnes and Manny Mulas were reelected to 
the School Committee, with Byrnes receiving 1,845 votes and 
Mulas receiving 1,542. 

Leona Bombard was reelected to the Housing Authority 
with 1,821 votes.

“If we plan it right, we can do it in 
a way that none of the taxpayers feel 
a major change in any given year,” 
Broadrick said at the time. “We have 


get the financing right. First things 
first, we need to do our due dili- 
gence.” 

As reported by the Crier, Broadrick 
and the Shawsheen Tech school 
committee believe they have it right 
and have approved a $7.4 million 
project to construct new athletic 
fields, tennis courts, and a track. 
The project would involve the con- 
struction of two turf fields and new 
bleachers. 

“Five years ago, [previous 
Superintendent] Charlie Lyons start- 
ed talking to the town managers 
about our athletic needs,” Broadrick 
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Each of the five towns pays for 10% 
of the Shawsheen Tech’s capital, 
with the remainder divided up by 
what percentage of the student body 
represents that town. Billerica has 
the highest enrollment, with well 
over 600 students attending the 
school. Currently, 241 Wilmington 
residents are enrolled at the 
Shawsheen Tech, while Tewksbury is 
represented by 334 students. 

Broadrick provided projected capi- 
tal assessments for both Wilmington 
and Tewksbury. Both towns will see 
increases of 4.6 percent in FY17 
(beginning in July), 7.7 percent in 
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decreases of .3 percent in FY20 and 
FY21. 

For the current fiscal year, 
Wilmington was responsible for 
$163,445 of overall capital costs. 
Tewksbury was responsible for 
$239,588. 

This translates to an additional 
$10,987 from Tewksbury during 
FY17. For Wilmington, this trans- 
lates to an additional $7,495. 
Broadrick and his predecessor 
placed a great deal of emphasis on 
maintaining the Shawsheen Tech

} Inheritors of IRAs must follow certain 

| rules to make the most of these funds. In 

order to stretch the inheritance over 

their own lifetimes, non-spousal benefi- 

} ciaries must start taking required mini- 

mum distributions (RMDs) the year 

after the owner died and pay taxes on 

them. Not taking the MRD costs a 50 

percent ay of what should have been taken out; other- 

wise, the account must be emptied within five year of the 

owner’s death. Note: even Roth IRA beneficiaries must take 
RMDs, but they are tax-free. 

The inherited IRA must be specially retitled with the dece- 
dent’s name and the new owner’s as beneficiary; if the IRA 
was split among beneficiaries, each new IRA must be prop- 
erly retitled. 

If any beneficiary is a nonperson (such as a charity), it’s 
smart to pay that beneficiary before September 30 in the year 
following the death, or all inheritors will have to take out all 
funds within five years.

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Zucarro Part of History-Making 
Off-Shore Wind Farm Project _

WILMINGTON - For the last five months, Steven Zuccaro 
has been part of a team installing the first ever US off-shore 
operational wind turbine farm. Zuccaro had been serving 
on the construction crew which set up five steel foundations 
and their supporting structures 20 miles off of the coast of 
Rhode Island. The assignment was a new and challenging 
adventure for the experienced pile-driver, welder, and rigger 
technician. 

His days started with a 1-hour ferry “crew boat” commute 
out of Point Judith. His construction site was a series of 
platforms and barges. Some were permanently anchored 
and others floated more freely. And at the end of a 12-hour 
shift, he took the crew boat ride back. 

“We worked around the clock,” he explained. Shifts ran 
from 6 AM to 6 PM and then 6 PM until the next morning. 
He worked mainly nights. “But at least the commute was 
traffic free,” he jokingly adds. 

Deepwater Wind is the parent company for the project. 
According to their website, the 30- megawatt wind farm is 
expected to supply power to 17,200 Rhode Island homes. The 
power will go to Bock Island and any not consumed by the 
island goes to the mainland. 

The project is continuing now through several other 
stages. The five 270-foot turbines are being assembled. 
Underwater cable installation is scheduled for the spring of 
2016, and erection of the wind turbines is set for the summer. 
Deepwater Wind expects to be generating power in the 
fourth quarter of 2016. 

Other US off-shore wind farm proposals are in the making 
including one off of Martha’s Vineyard. But this Block 
Island Wind Farm represents the real launch of this new 
American off- shore industry. Zuccaro is grateful he had the 
opportunity to be part of it all.

Superintendent Weighs it in on Athletic Complex

remains of high quality even 
after nearly a half-century 
of use. But because of this 
emphasis, the condition of 
the current athletic complex 
has been so overused that 
that grass cannot be grown 
on fields, the tracks are 
unusable, and the bleachers 
and fence are well beyond 
current safety codes. 

“The problem with all of 
the ways that this stuff does- 
n’t comply with current 
code, is that if we change 
anything, we have to change 
everything.” Broadrick said. 
“Once we touch it, we have 
to comply with current 
codes. We have to replace 
it.” 

Lyons worked with Gale 
Engineering to develop a 


replacement complex and 
come up with a feasible 
plan. The plan now is to roll 
out the changes in three dis- 
tinct phases. 

The first phase will be the 
construction of the turf foot- 
ball field, turf baseball field, 
rebuilding the track, and 
constructing new spectator 
seats. This phase is estimat- 
ed to cost $5.865 million. 

The second phase will be 
the dismantling of the cur- 
rent tennis courts and the 
construction of two new 
grass fields on that land. 
This is estimated to cost 
$817,400. 

The third phase will be the 
relocation of the softball 
fields so they no longer over- 
lap in their outfields and 
risk collisions. This is esti- 


mated to cost $732,000. 

No firm has been hired yet 
to oversee the construction. 
Broadrick informed the 
Crier that they will place the 
contract up for bid in accor- 
dance with state law. 

“If we ran into a jam, we 
would eliminate a piece of 
the project,” Broadrick said. 
“But I am very confident in 
what we have here. We’ve 
got it right, it’s going to 
work.” 

While recent projects like 
the construction of the 
Wilmington High School or 
the Tewksbury Memorial 
High School required input 
and approval from citizens, 
as a regional district school 
the Shawsheen Tech school 
committee does not require 
this step. 


“We’re governed by ‘the 
same laws and regulations 
that cover any regional 
school district, not just: a 
vocational school system,” 
Broadrick said. “By law, ‘out 
school committee has. that 
voting ability, and the infor- 
mation goes to the select- 
men of the towns. If -the 
selectmen had an issue, we 
would be addressing them. 
The voters, through. thei 
selectmen and their § Seba 
committee members, have 4 
voice.”

Wilmington and Tewksbury Schools Taking Action against Opiod-Induced Health Problems.

TEWKSBURY - With a 
plague of narcotic addiction 
still spreading throughout 
Massachusetts, local school 
districts have begun taking 
action. 

In recent school committee 
sessions, both Wilmington 
and Tewksbury — school 
administrations approved 
plans to begin stocking 
naloxone (also known as 
Narcan). School health pro- 
fessionals will undergo 
training with naloxone so 
they will be ready should the 
need arise. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control (CDC) 44 
people in the United States 
die every day from prescrip- 
tion painkillers. The number 
of prescription painkillers 
dispensed in the United 
States has quadrupled since 
1999, despite little to no 


change in the number of 
Americans who report pain 
symptoms. More than 16,000 
people died from overdoses 
in 2013 alone. 

The CDC website states 
that nearly two million 
Americans “aged 12 or older, 
either abused or were 
dependent on opioids in 
2013.” 

Tewksbury school nurse 
Elaine Walsh informed the 
school committee on 
Wednesday that there were 
1008 confirmed fatal opiod 
overdoses in Massachusetts 
in 2014. 

The term “opiod” refers to 
drugs ranging from heroin, 
to prescription items like 
OxyContin, fentanyl, 
hydrocodone, codeine, and 
methadone. 

Naloxone, described as “a 
medication used to reverse 
the effects of opioids espe- 
cially in overdose” was 
patented in 1961. According 


to documents provided by 
school physician Donald 
Miller, MD, naloxone has 
been used by emergency 
responders and physicians 
since the 1970s to combat the 
effects of an overdose. 

Because naloxone cannot 
be used to achieve a chemi- 
cal high, there is little to no 
incentive for the medication 
to be stolen and misused. 

“It’s a simple little box of 
magic,” Walsh said in her 
presentation. “It can stop 
the opiod overdose. You go 
from near respiratory arrest 
to being wide awake again. 
It’s safe, effective, and it has 
no potential for abuse.” 

Walsh stated that 133 
school districts are already 
stocking naloxone. 

“We need to be in the cut- 
ting edge,” Walsh stated. 
“We need to be stocking it.” 

Both Wilmington and 
Tewksbury school commit- 
tees approved the plan to 
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begin stocking rnabhe ' 
“Effective at the start of 
the new year (January 4th), 
school health offices mt | 
stock doses of Narcan,” said 
Wilmington Superinténdent 
Mary DeLai. “They: weré 
previously trained in ‘thé 
administration of the drug.”

in possession of firearms 


On December 8th, 2015, 
Detectives from the 
Tewksbury Police 
Department were notified by 
the United States 
Department of Homeland 
Security that a Tewksbury 
resident was unlawfully in 
possession of firearms. A 
thorough investigation was 
conducted by the Tewksbury 
Detectives, which resulted in 
the issuance and execution 
of a search warrant at 8 
Tanager Road in Tewksbury. 

Subsequent to the search of 
the residence, members of 
the Tewksbury Police 
Department arrested 
Roland Moore, 46, of 8

Decrease traffic 
on Butters Row bridge 


Dear Editor, 

I do not agree with the statement made by Jillian Williams 
that “The purpose of the (Butters Row) bridge is to provide 
a shorteut from the traffic in the center of Town”. The pur- 
pose of the bridge is to allow the local residents an easy 
egress from their homes. Butters Row and Chestnut Street 
are two of the oldest and most beautiful streets in Town. It 
is a neighborhood of older houses with children and families 
who are now finding it difficult to get out of their driveways 
during peak commuter times. They don’t want the extra 
traffic and I don’t blame them. Widening the bridge would 
only cause more of a bottle-neck at the Chestnut St/ Rt 62 
junction. 

The Rt 62 and Rt 38 junction has been a failed intersection 
for sometime. Expensive and time consuming efforts by 
Rep. Miceli and a resident of Burlington Ave. to stop the 
large apartment complex on Rt 62 were denied by the 
Commonwealth. This construction only added to the prob- 
lem. I have enormous sympathy for the home owners who 
have been plagued by increasing traffic in a residential 
neighborhood- especially by speeding commuters not willing 
to take the state roads (RT38&Rt62) 


The goal should be to decrease the amount of traffic by the 
following possibilities: 

(1) Keep the bridge at one lane. Some people avoid it - 
thank-goodness! 

(2) Make the bridge one way at certain times 

(3) No left turn from Chestnut Street onto Rt 62 during 
commuter hours except for local residents -decals to identi- 
fy them may be necessary. 

(4) Don’t be in such a hurry. Help preserve a residential 
area.

Selectman Michael Newhouse, who was for demolition of 
the building, said, “Given the fact that the Board of 
Seleetmen has tabled the issue, has given you some time.

In addition to the 
noise level, parking was a nightmare, keeping residents who 
attended the festivities stuck in the parking lot for over an 
hour, Other problems included the onslaught of Tropical 
Storm Arthur and the cancelling of the Wakefield Fourth of 
J uly, celebration bringing those residents to Wilmington. 

Again, the Committee reached out to the Shriners for 2015, 
and they agreed to hold the celebration at their facility.

Where Angels Play, is a non-profit that seeks to build joyful 
places to play and provide hope, recovery, and healing for 
individuals and communities affected by senseless violence 
and tragedy. It was founded after the Newtown, CT school 
shootings. 

The playground design, in collaboration with the Collier 
family, includes multiple slides, climbing structures, and 
sun decks throughout reflecting Sean’s personality and 
interests. 

Collier’s mother, Kelley Rogers who was present at the 
March Selectmen meeting, told the Board at that time, 
“Anyone who knew Sean knew that American flags were his 
favorite thing,” adding, ““We envision our children and 
grandchildren playing on this playground.” 

The Crier spoke with Collier’s family. “It’s something that 
we have been looking forward to as a positive way to remem- 
ber Sean,” said Collier’s sister, Jennifer Lemmerman. 

A ribbon cutting ceremony took place at the site of the 
playground at Silver Lake on Saturday September 26th.

Lexington, 8-2, held at the 
Ristuccia Arena. Lexington 
scored six goals in the third 
period to break a 2-2 tie.

He’ envisioned creating a 
seene. reminiscent of a snow 
globe right in the heart of the 
municipality’s quaint down- 
town, but up until very recent- 
ly, it looked as if that dream 
might be shattered yet again.

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That same year, in neigh- 
boring Woburn, city officials 
unveiled plans to erect two 
outdoor rinks on Library 
Park, which the city’s 
Recreation Commission 
retains jurisdiction over, 
though Woburn’s Department 
of Public Works (DPW) helps 
with maintenance. 

Facing virtually no opposi- 
tion, those spaces opened in 
January of 2012, and just 
recently, the boards were 
again installed on the public 
park by the Woburn’s police 
station for the third consecu- 


tive year of free skating. 


A similar model has exist- 
ed since the 1970s in Reading, 
where the town floods a por- 
tion of Sturges Park, Castine 
Field, and Memorial Park for 
public skating each winter. 

“They’re all very popular. 
If we have ice, they’re populat- 
ed almost every night,” said 
Reading Recreation Director 
John Feudo in an interview 
this week. “I’ve seen plenty of 
pond hockey, families skating 
around in circles, and people 
trying to learn to skate.” 

“It’s one of those unique 
things you really ought to do 
as a person living in New 
England. Outside skating is 
imperfect. There are some 
bumps and cuts on [the ice], 
and when you're indoors, the 
expectation is much differ- 
ent,” he added. 

For Stoneham officials, 
who only just weeks ago res- 
urrected the recreation 
department after doing away 
with the town’s parks pro- 
gram in 2005, a municipally- 
funded outdoor skating rink

with the dead-end job and a 
Jedi obsession (Daisy 
Ridley's Rey), who has a 
life-changing encounter 
with said droid.

The plot is as unwieldy 
and MacGuffin-filled as one 
might expect. It almost 
serves no purpose to go into 
the specifics at this point 
beyond the fact that the 
galaxy is in disarray, an evil 
army is growing (as is a 
resistance), and a series of 
coincidences help Rey col- 
lect a “Wizard of Oz"-worthy 
posse to help get BB-8 back 
to its rightful owners. 

This time, it's all because 
of Luke Skywalker (Mark 
Hamill). He's vanished. 
Those are the first words on 
the screen and the last we'll 
say about the big mystery. 

The action is nearly non- 
stop, as is the humor, which 
kicks into gear when Han 
Solo (Harrison Ford) finally 
shows up. Ford is in his ele- 
ment — delightful, ener- 
getic, funny, brash and fully 
Han, bantering with Chewie 
and everyone with the same 
verve he showed nearly 40 
years ago. 

If only the same show- 
case was given to Carrie 
Fisher, who is woefully, 
inexcusably underused as 
Leia. 

As for the new charac- 
ters, Ridley's Rey is a 
dream. She is feisty, endear- 
ingly awe-filled, capable 
and magnetic. She is the 
new anchor. She is our Luke, 
and she's much cooler than 
he ever was. 

Driver's Kylo Ren is also 
a disarmingly powerful 
presence, whose wickedness 
seeps through the mask. 
Boyega is appealing as 
Finn, too, even if his char- 
acter doesn't quite make 
sense on paper. (How do 
empathy, guilt and person- 
ality develop in a man who 
has been trained since birth 
to be a Stormtrooper?) But

don’t like it now,” said the selectman. “You 
haye a $2,000 budget for [restoring the Town 


Common’s landscaping]. If we have one error, - 


we can ruin the common for a long time.” 

“We didn’t get into this business by just 
walking around and cutting lawns. We went to 
school for this, so we know what type of grass 
will work,” insisted Ryan Cassidy in response 
to those remarks. “We have the power, knowl- 
edge, and time to get this done. The Town 
Common will look better [than it did before]. I 
can guarantee it.” 

A few months later, during a subsequent dis- 
cussion before the town board, Vallarelli again 
objected to the partnership, saying Stoneham 
was essentially giving away the Town Common 
as an advertisement without first soliciting 
bids from other parties. 

Specifically, the selectman challenged parts 
of a written agreement between the town and 
the businesses, which gave Celli and the 
Cassidy brothers the right to reinstall the rink 
each year. 

“It’s a monopoly. That’s a public facility 
and it belongs to everybody, not just two peo- 
ple,” objected Vallarelli, who went as far as to 
argue that the donation shouldn’t be consid- 
ered so generous, when the petitioners were 
getting free advertising space in return. 

Ultimately, Town Counsel William Solomon 
agreed the deal amounted to a lease of town 
space, which though not subject to state bid- 
ding laws, does prohibit a right-of-first refusal 
clause for maintaining the rink in the future. 

That modified agreement was finally inked 
a few weeks later. 

According to Boussy, who described himself 
as floored by the criticisms given the sizable 
upfront investment being made by the local 
merchants, he believes those protests ultimate- 
ly helped shape a better project. 

“TI was shocked. When I first brought it up, 
I thought everyone would be in favor of it. It 
was helpful though, because I learned what the 
obstacles are [to doing something like this in 
the future], and I think we got a better product 
because of it,” said the selectman. 

Though he also was taken aback by the tone 
of those in opposition — particularly the insin- 
uation that he and the Cassidy brothers were 
only seeking to advance their businesses — 
Celli believes critics were looking out for what 
they believed to be the best interests of 
Stoneham. . 

“In order to get something on the Town 
Common, there has to be a public process. 
That allows people who may not agree to have 
their voices heard as well. I didn’t expect it, 
but I understand it as having a place as part of 
the process,” he said. 

“Being a lifelong resident, and having not 
just my family, but my brothers and parents 
still in town, it is very gratifying to finally see 
this come to fruition,” Celli added. “We want it 
to be something everyone enjoys. Our hope is 
we can have some measure of success, so next 
fall, when we talk about this, we can do it 
again.”
